URGE WHEAT PRICE 
CEILING OF $1.26 


With East Sought for 
Western Farmers

Uniform wheat price ceiling for 
all Canada of $1.26 per bushel basis 
One Northern delivered Montreal is 
urged in a brief submitted to Ot- 
awa today by The North-West Line 
Elevator Association. The Govern- 
ment recently set a price ceiling for 
Ontario wheat of $1.26 per bushel. 
The indicated ceiling for Western 
wheat is 8234 cents per bushel, un- 
less action is taken by the Govern- 
ment to set a higher ceiling price. 

In a submission to the chairman 
of the Wartime Prices and Trade 
Board the Line Elevators’ Associa- 
tion states: 


“On November 19th we commiuni- 
cated with your Board regarding 
the ceiling price for wheat. At that 
time we urged that special con- 
s-deration be given wheat in view 
of the fact that wheat was selling 
at depressed prices in the base 
period chosen by the Government 
for setting ceiling prices. 


“Subsequently the Canadian 
Wheat Board, acting as adminis- 
trator on behalf of the Wartime 
Prices and Trade Board, issued an 
order defining the maximum price 
at which Ontario wheat might be 
sold in Eastern Canada as $1.26 
per bushel, basis belivered at Mon- 
treal. This was the highest price 
at which wheat sold in the basic 
period between September 15 th 
and October 11th, 1941. 


“In view of the action already 
taken by your Board in respect to 
Ontario wheat and having regard 
to the superior milling value of 
Western spring wheat we feel that 
the ceiling price of wheat for all 
Canada should be not less than the 
price of $1.26 per bushel at Fort 
William and Vancouver a minimum 
of approximately $1.15 per ‘bushel: 


“Our Association again desires to 
state that it recognizes the absolute 
necessity of price controls which 
have been established. We, how- 
ever, wish to draw to the attention 
of your Board the fact that wheat 
prices have largely been subject to 
Government control for several 
years. The depressed prices pre- 
vailing at the time cielings were 
established; the national impor- 
tance of wheat in the domestic 
economy of the West; the fact that 
the export sale price is controlled 
by Government policy as expressed 
through the Canadian Wheat 
Board, all coupled with the fact 
that wheat cannot be grown profit- 
ably at prices which prevailed in 
Western Canada during the base 
period fully justifies equal con- 
sideration and treatment concern- 
ing the price ceiling on Western 
spring wheat. 


It would appear that price ceil- 
ings will be with us for some time 
to come and we think it important, 
the factshould be established that 
there should be no discrimination 
between the price of Western spring 
wheat and Ontario wheat. We urge 
your Board, therefore, to isgue an 
order defining the price ceiling for 
wheat for all Canada as $1.26 per 
bushel basis Montreal subject to 
reconsideration being given an- 
»ually in the light of crop produc- 
tion and costs.

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How Farmers Are 
Affected by (Con- 
sumer Credits 


ty 


Edmonton, Jan, 15th:—Many en- 
quiries are being made by Alberta 
farmers and others in reg ird to the 
extent of their exemption from the 
restrictions of consumer credit, 
made by order 75 of the Wartime 
Prices and Trade Board. 


Farmers, fishermen, prospectors, 
trappers, hunters and other persons 
“engaged in primary extractive in- 
dustry who receive the main part of 
their income in one season of the 
year, are exempt from that section 
of the Regulations which prohibits 
a merchant from selling goods on 
extended credit unless one-third or 
more of the purchase price is paid 
in cash at the time of purchase, and 
the balance paid within twelve 
months. 


Such persons, being engaged in 
“seasonal occupations”, may pur- 
chase to the extent of $100 a large 
variety of goods without any down 
payment by entering into agree- 
ments to pay the balance of the 
purchase price witht twelve 
months or legs from the date of 
purchase. 


These goods, purchaseable on 
credit, are set out in Class 2 of 
Schedule “A” of the Regulations. 
In addition to clothing, boots and 
Shoes, furs and fur clothing they 
include: automobile accessories and 
batteries, air conditioners for home 
use, electric, gas or oil appliances 
for domestic use, household bed- 
ding, bicycles, power and pleasure 
boats, household chinaware, vacu- 
um cleaners, clocks, draperies, floor 
coverings, electric fans and hair 
dryers, furniture, glass-ware, hand- 
bags, electric and water heaters, 
electric irons, and ironers, jewellery, 
electric kettles, lamps, linens, lug- 
gage, mirrors, mattresses and bed 
Springs, food mixers, motor bicycles 
and motor cycles, motors and out- 
board motors, electric heating pads, 
fountain pens, electric (percolators, 
phonographs, photographic equip- 
ment, radios, razors, electric roast- 
ers, sewing machines, silverware, 
sports equipment, electric, gas or 
oil stoves, telescopes and binoculars, 
tirss and tubes, toasters, toiletware, 
electric waffle irons, wall coverings, 
washing machines, watches, waxers 
and polishers. 


Articles of household equipment 
purchased on credit must be for 
household use. Boats and motors 
flor boats to be exempt must be 
commercial use, or for use in fish- 
eries. 


Persons in seasonal occupations 
may also purchase new or used 
automobiles (with seating capatity 
for not more than 10 persons) by 
paying 50 per cent of the purchase 
price down, receiving up to 12 
months in which to pay the balance 
if the car is valued at less than 
$500.00, and 18 months if the value 
of the car is $500.00 or more. 


In order that housewives may 
continue to buy grapefruit juice at 
the same prices charged by reta(l- 
ens during the period between Sep- 
tember 15 and October 11 last, the 
Wartime Prices and Control Board 
has notified brokers and impor- 
ters that a limited subsity will be

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The Age Of Crested Wheat Grass on 
The Farm 
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How long will a field of crested 
wheat grass last? Experimental 
data, will take us back a number of 
years. At Mandan, North Dakota, 
a field was seeded twenty-seven 
yeans ago and is still producing. 

Fourteen years is not a long time, 
the original stand of crested .... 
grass is still productive. 


What about practical farm ex- 
perience? Mr. James Murray, now 
principal of the Olds School of 
Agriculture, should possibly be 
given credit for starting the first 
plots of crested wheat grass on 
farms in Southern Alberta. In 1924 
he sent out a few small samples of 
seed to farmers. From the garden 
plots the seed was increased, and by 
1927 larger fields were planted and 
these fields have not been ploughed 
the original stand of crested wheat 
grass is still productive. 
but it is sufficiently long co tell a 
fairly complete story, and what it 
means to one applies to many 
other. The history of the ficld that 
the writer has in mind is of in- 
terest. It is located in the extreme 
south-east corner of the Province 
and was seeded in 1927. Either a 
hay or a seed crop has been har- 
vested practically every year since. 
Besides a summer crop, this field 
was pastured spring and fall and 
sometimes grazed very closely. It 
was realized that this heavy graz- 
ing reduced the summer yield but 
@ood pasture is a valuable asset, @s- 
pecially when near the buildings. 

In spite of this treatment, the 
stand became too thick and on dif- 
ferent occasions the double disc was 
used to cut out some of the extra 
growth. One spring it. was culti- 
vated with a narrow tooth cultiva- 
tor. It is difficult to say which was 
the best, or how often this should 
be done, but it was quite evident 


that the growth was improved. 


But what is the result? The field 
is still free from weeds of any de- 
scription. It is at the present time 
being pastured. In 1942 a crop of 
seed or hay will be harvested unless 
the season is very dry. At any rate 
there will be plenty of pasture close 
to the barns on which to turn the 
calvs or sheep. When afecr four- 
teen years the stand is still strong 
and vigorous, why worry about 
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“What is the base price for any 
article? Is there an official list of 
prices? Is the price the same in 
every store? These are the questions 
people are asking of officers of the 
Wartime Prices and Trade Board. 


Walter S. Campbell, Prices and 
Supply representative for Alberta 
makes answer as follows. “There 
is no official list of prices. The 
base price has been fixed by the 
merchant himself. It is the price 
at which he sold goods during the 
basic period of September 15 to 
October 11 last. 


“The price may not be the same 
in every store. If Merchant No. 1 
charged during the base period a 
higher price for his goods than 
Merchant No. 2, he can ask the 
same prices, or lower them as much 
as he likes. Merchant No. 2 cannot 
ask more than he asked during the 
basic period. No one can raise 
prices; anyone can lower ¢tfiem.” 


Dairymen from Chilliwack in the 
Fraser Valley last week besought an 
official of the Food Administration 
for leave to raise the price of milk 
to consumers from ten cents to 
eleven cents a quart. They were 
told that Order 67 prohibits any 
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primary producer who sells to the 
ultimate consumer from raising 
prices. 

Ottawa gives consideration to 
cases where “ceiling” prices cause 
hardship to producers. 

A course in “Wise Buying” has 
been arranged for Winnipeg house- 
wives, by the Education Committee 
of the Y.W.C.A., with the co-oper- 
ation of the Wartime Prices and 
Trade Board. Miss Marguerite Kerr 
of the education department of one 
of Winnipeg’s largest business firms 
will deliver a series of four lectures, 
commencing February 3. Judging 
the quality of fabrics, the use of 
substitutes and the observance of 
price ceiling regulations, will be 
emphasized in the lectures. 

Flashy colors and gaudy patterns 
in men’s socks are due to disappear 
“for the duration”, when present 
manufacturer’s stocks run _ out. 
Colors will be limited to black, 
navy, brown, green, maroon, air- 
force blue, khaki, grey mix, blue 
mix and brown mix. Children’s 
and women’s anklets, half socks 
and knee-length campus styles will 
be restricted to white and five 
colors. 

The order comes from H. G. 
Smith, administrator of knittea 
goods for the Wartime Prices and 
Trade Board. Dyes and labor saved 
in dycing, spinning and _ storing 
will go to aid the war effort, 

Fancy boxes and gay wrappings 
for men’s hose are “out” also until 
the war is over.

Unemployment lasurance 


Carelessness and indifference re- 
garding their insurance books are 
still common among insured work- 
ers, Mr. W. H. Ross, manager of the 
Employment and Claims Office, 
stated to this paper. 


Many of them fail to get their 
books from their employers when 
they leave their jobs to work else- 
where. Instead, they get new books 
from their new employers and start 
all over again with their contribu- 
tions. Others lose their books alto- 
gether and fail to report the loss to 
the Claim Officer so that it may be 
traced and potential loss of benefits 
avoided. 


Every insured worker should 
realize that his unemployment in- 
surance book represents real 
money—imoney from his own pay 
envelope and from his employer's 
bank account—money that should 
be available for him and his family 
if he ever becomes seperated from 
his employment. 


Mr. Ross pointed out that every 
insurance book when it is issued is 
stamped with a serial number and 
that number is retained by the 
worker for the remainder of his 
working years. If, therefore, he 
obtains a new book each time he 
changes his employment, he stands 
to lose the benefits based on the re- 
cord in the book or books first 
issued to him. 


It must be clearly undenstood 
that the Employment and Claims 
Officer is the only one authorized 
to replace an insurance book that 
is lost or mislaid, Consequently, 
the insured worker who transferes 
his services from one employer to 
another should get his insurance 


book from his employer at the time 
he quits his job. If he is going to 
another job, he should take it to his 
new employer, who will continue 
the records of contributions on his 
behalf. If he has no job to go to, 
the book should be deposited with 
the Employment and Claims Of- 
ficer at once. If the book is lost or 
mislaid, the loss should be reported 
to the officer without delay. The 
longer the delay in reporting it the 
greater will be the difficulty in re- 
placing the records the book con- 
tained. 


It cannot be too strongly im- 
pressed on workers, Mr. Ross con- 
cluded, that their unemployment 
insurance books are their only re- 
cords of contribution made in re- 
spect of them, and that without 
them, they cannot qualify for be- 
nefits, if they become separated 
from their employment. One in- 
surance book and one certal 
number is all that any one worker 
is entitled to. Any worker who se- 
cures more than one confuses the 
records and will suffer loss himself 
if he evr finds it necessary to 
apply for benefits.

1942 Wheat Board Advance of $1.22 1-8
